have found in teaching structural material that we achieve the best results 

shere to certain practices, which we shall describe briefly: 

Patterns of structure, form and pronunciation are presented inductively 

_ through choral repetition. 

a. The Choral Repetitions present the material in context. A minimum of 
three repetitions by the group as a whole should serve to introduce a 
given pattern initially. | 

b. Since the sound pattems of English are of equal importance with the 
grammatical structure, it is essential that the teacher, in reading the 
Choral Repetitions, use normal, unhurried, clear speech, and that he 
insist that the students, in repeating after him, ebserve the proper 
patterns of rhythm, breath groups and sentence stress. 

c. Explanations are avoided whenever possible, the time being spent on 
hearing and practicing actual usage, rather than talking about it. Occa- 
Sionally, of course, it will prove useful, after the students have begun 
to be familiar with a certain pattern, to help them formulate a simple 
Statement of how and when that pattern is used.

2. HOW LONG AGO is used exclusively with the PAST TENSE. Answers 
to questions with this expression are always in the PAST TENSE, 
normal time expression used in answers is ‘‘—____-AGO”’, but it c 
also be ‘‘IN 19--’’, 

Example: HOW LONG AGO DID your sister STUDY French? 
She STUDIED it —____— YEARS AGO. 


She STUDIED it IN 1965. 

3. A question with HOW LONG +a PAST TENSE verb asks for information 
about the duration of an action (or a condition) in the past. Answers @ 
questions with HOW LONG + a PAST TENSE verb must be in the DEFIx 
NITE past. The word FOR (durante) + atime expression is used in the 


answer to express duration of time. 


Example: HOW LONG DID your sister STUDY French? 
She STUDIED it FOR EIGHT MONTHS. 






4. All of the examples in 1, 2 and 3 above imply that the action (or condi 
tion) expressed by the verb occurred in the past and is NOT in progre 
NOW. Therefore, the answer to the question ‘‘Does your sister STL 
study French?” has to be “‘No, she doesN’T study it ANY MORE.”’

Example: Bill HAS WORKED in Detroit FOR TWO YEARS (or SINCE 19 _), 
NOTE; This sentence implies that ‘‘Bill is still working in Detroit’’. 


2. The example in ] above indicates that the action of the verb is still in 
progress. In order to refer to when the action began, it is necessary to 
use another verb in the past tense. With a certain group of verbs (study, 
work, teach, smoke, etc.), the past tense of the verb BEGIN (or START, 
etc.) is generally used in affirmative sentences. 


Example: Bill BEGAN TO WORK in Detroit TWO YEARS AGO (or IN 19—). 
NOTE: This sentence tells ‘‘when Bill began to work in Detroit’’ and it 
also implies that ‘‘he is still working there’’. The verb BEGAN 

here serves as a link (eslabon) between the past and the present. 

3. The interrogatives WHEN or HOW LONG AGO are used with the past of 


BEGIN to ask about the beginning of a past - to - present action. 


Examples: WHEN DID Bill BEGIN TO WORK in Detroit? 
or 
HOW LONG AGO DID Bill BEGIN TO WORK in Detroit? 
4. HOW LONG is used with the PRESENT PERFECT TENSE of the verb to 
ask about the duration of time. 
Example: HOW LONG HAS Bill WORKED in Detroit? 
He’s WORKED there FOR TWO YEARS (or SINCE 19—_).

Remember the following points: 


l, The PRESENT PERFECT TENSE is often used to express an action or 
a condition that began at some indefinite time in the past and continues 
to exist in the present tense, 

2. It is necessary to use the past tense of another verb to refer to the be- 
ginning of a past - to - present action or condition. 

3. With certain principal verbs, the verb BEGIN (or START, etc.) serves to 
indicate the beginning of an action or condition. This verb also links the 
past to the present and implies that the action or condition is still in 
progress. 

4. The interrogatives WHEN and HOW LONG AGO + the past of another 
verb are generally used to ask for information about the beginning of a 
Past - to - present action or condition. 

5. HOW LONG is used with the PRESENT PERFECT TENSE to ask about 
the duration of a past - to = present action or condition.

UNIT SIXTEEN; Review of the PAST TENSE and the PRESENT PERFECT TENSE 
Remember the following points: 


1. A verb in the PAST TENSE is used to indicate an action or a condition 
that occurred at a definite time in the past. 

2. A verb in the PRESENT PERFECT TENSE is never used in English to 
express a definite time in the past. It is used to indicate: a) an action 
or a condition that occurred at an indefinite time: in the past and, b) an 
action or a condition that began in the past and continues to exist at the 
present time. 

3. When a sentence is in the PRESENT PERFECT TENSE, in order to 
indicate the definite time when the action or condition occurred or to 
indicate the definite time when the action or condition began, another 
sentence in the PAST TENSE is necessary.

1. The verb LIKE expresses a personal taste (gusto) that a person has for 
something or for someone. It is used in affirmative, interrogative and 
negative sentences the same as other verbs in English, and can be 
followed by a noun, or by TO + the simple form of another verb. (See 
Grammatical Note, Book Two, Unit Seventeen.) 


Examples: ] LIKE American movies. 
I LIKE TO GO to the movies. 


2. The verbal expression WOULD LIKE expresses a desire for something 
now of at some time in the future. The verb WANT has approximately the 
same meaning as WOULD LIKE. These verbs can be followed by a noun, 
or by TO + the simple form of another verb. 


Example: a) I WOULD LIKE a cup of coffee. 
or 
I WANT a cup of coffee. 


b) I WOULD LIKE TO TAKE a trip next summer. 
or 
I WANT TO TAKE a trip next summer, 


3. Questions with LIKE, WOULD LIKE and WANT are generally answered 
in the following ways: 
Example: a) DO you LIKE coffee? (always) 
Yes, I LIKE é¢ very much. (complete affirmative answer) 
No, I DON’T LIKE i#. (complete negative answer) 
Yes, I DO. (short affirmative answer) 
No, I DON’T. (short negative answer) 
DO you LIKE TO DANCE? (always) 
Yes, I LIKE TO very much. 
or 
Yes, I DO. 


b) WOULD you LIKE a cup of coffee? (now)
